Big Cities. 

“Canada for the Canadians” may 
be an excellent slogan for politica: 
meetings, but hear “Canadians for 
Canada” should prove an even better 
rallying ery, whether we take it as » 
sermon in a nutshell on true patriot- 
ism and altruism, or apply it to the 
consideration of the mighty stream of 
immigrants pouring in at our gates. 
In these multitudes from east and 
west and south we are unquestion- 
ably getting population for our vast 
empty acres, but are we getting, at 
least potentially, “Canadians tor Can- 
ada”? In our dealings with the new- 
comers are we taking pains to en- 
sure that ultimately they shall be 
“Canadians for Canada,” and not a 
mere incoherent mob of alien peo- 
ples? 

Everywhere throughout the Domin- 
ion, alike in east and west, this is 
the insistent problem of our time. 

The big cities are face to face with 
the problem. They are f becoming 
cosmopolitan—cities of little ‘foreign 
quarters,’’ where immigrants of one 
Tace can cling together and retain 
for years their peculiar speech and 
customs, not at all to the advantage 
of the community as a whole. We 
| of the English tongue feel mild cur- 

iosity, or perhaps a little repulsion, 
when we are jostled in. streets and | 
cars by people whose rapid speech is 
to our ears unmeaning, and, as a 
rule, we escape quickly from contact 
with them and leave them to struggie 
on as they can, making or marring 
this new country as may chance. 

Unless our attention has been call- 
ed specially to the foreigners, it is 
| not easy to realize what multitudes 
| of them have recently settled in our 
‘midst. Jews and Italians in Toronto, 
| for instance, may be counted by thou- 
sands, and the group from the Balkan 
Peninsula (Turks, Roumanians. Serv- 
} ians, Bulgarians,and Macedonians) 
numbers over fifteen hundred souls. 
They are chiefly of the peasant class, 
working as laborers, though amongst 
| them have come a few tradesmen and 
a few students, who are attending 
various schools and colleges. The 
| great majority are illiterate, and have 
been brought up in a religious and

BURIED TREASURE. 


Marsh. 

Many and varied are the stories ot 
lost treasures. It would 
most that in all the earlier settled 
districts of Ontario there are tread 
ures buried to find which would mean ; 
eternal opulence to the fortunate, 
finder. Many of these stories are | 
undoubtedly myths, but it is equally | 
true that a goodly number are based 
upon more or less authefitic facts, so 
that a story of a lost treasure that in) 
itself evidences a considerable degree | 
of reasonableness, and is substantiat- 
ed by material evidence and the word 
of people yet living, may not be un- 
interesting. 

About midway between the towns 
of Oshawa and Whitby, on the north 
shore of Lake Ontario, is situated 
what appears at the present time to 
be nothing more than a bleak, barren | 
marsh, with its uninviting bogs and | 
dense overgrowth of rushes and vege: | 
tation peculiar to such places. It 
was not“always thus, however, for 
many years ago this same area was | 
a body of water of considerable depth, 
being in. reality a bay of the lake, 
The story goes that during the war | 
with the United States in. 1813 the 
bay afforded shelter to a Canadian 
schooner while engaged in carry goid 
specie from Kingston for the pay of 
the militia stationed at York. Tha 
vessel was sailing-up the lake before 
a brisk sou’easter late in the after- 
noon of a September day in the year 
1813, and when a few ntiles west of 
Oshawa harbor it sighted an Ameri. 
can boat. one of the pirate type that 
were prevalent on the great lak-~s 
during the war and wrought havoc 
with Canadian vessels. The captain | 
knew the coast fairly well, and he 
immediately thought of the bay as a 
means of escape, reckoning that the 
American boat, being of greater 
draught, would be unable to navigate 
the comparatively shallow entrance. 
With all haste he put into the bay, 
and his surmise proved to be correct, | 
for, while he was able to work up | 
the bay till he was a considerable dis. | 
tance from the lake, the gunboat, by 
reason ¢ its draught, was unable to | 
enter. Not to be daunted, the Ameri- | 
cans stood off as close to the shore 
as they dared and commenced to bom- 
bard the Canadian boat. The cup- 
tain; fearing lest they might land and 
attack him on shore, thought it best | 
to unload his cargo and endeavor to 
conceal it in the woods back from 
the shore. The task was extremely 
arduous because of the absence of 
any semblance of a dock, involving |

OF DAIRY CATTLE 


© the improvement of dairy breeds 
by selection, environment, feed, ete., 
for the greater utility to the dairy 
farmer, two characteristics should/be 
placed foremost, writes W. H. Jen- 
kins in Hoard’s Dairyman, These are 
performance and constitution or vi- 
tality, and after these beauty and 
symmetry of form. The history of 
this new American breed—the Colum- 
bian—breeders of dairy cattle will do 
well to study closely and learn its les- 
sons. About thirty yeurs ago Anson 
Gregory was keeping a herd of native 
cattle on his farm in Otsego county,

he eggs must not be pver 7 days 
old at any time when delivered at the 
receiving place. They must be 
brought in at least once every week 
in winter and in hot weather they 
must be brought in twice a week. 

The eggs must be taken in from 
‘the hen house twice a day. 

All eggs must be clean and of a 
uniform size. No small or overly 
large eggs must be accepted. 

As soon as gathered the eggs should 
be stamped and placed in the cartons 
jand kept in a cool place until deliv- 
ered, A cellar is all right if not too 
damp or musty. 

Brown eggs shall be put in one 
}earton and white in another and each 
}carton so marked. 

Stamp every egg with your number 
stamp so that the number shows up 
when the eggs are in the carton. Put 
the egg in the filler cornerwise. and 
not straight up and down. 

Your number stamp should be 
stamped on the right side on top of| 
the carton and the color stamp on the 
left side. 

Don’t use too much ink in stamp- 
ing. It might work through the shell, 
only a light mark is necessary. Try 
| your stamp .on paper first. 
| Don’t wash the eggs. That takes 
off the glaze. Keep nest, boxes and 
floors clean and well bedded with 
clean straw. Use a cloth to wipe the 
eggs if necessary. 

Don*t allow broody hens to sit on 
the eggs. Close them up separately. 

Keep the small cockerels away from 
the hens when large enough. It is 
best to keep the large roosters away 
also when it can be done.

The exact spot where 10 members 
of Capt, Cook’s expedition were mas- 
sacred by the M 137 ago 
has been definitely determined, and 
some interesting relics of the ancient 
tragedy discovered by ‘Robert McNab 
in Grass Cove, ueen Charlotte 
Sound.

ROBES HAND-WOVEN. 


Cottage Looms In Suffolk at Work:on 


Royal Velvet. 
In the ancient borough of Sudbury 


in Suffolk the few remaining hand 
loom weavers are hard at work mak- 


ng She velvet for the coronation 
robes. 


Among the number are the Misses 
Foakes, members of a family af 
weavers who in days past were makers 
of bunting for the royal navy. In 
their cottage, which was once visited 


and ninety-} py 
which are two lengths of b-autiful 


velvet, one rich crimson in color and 
the other dark brown. 

The weavers are seated when at 
their looms, their feet working pedals 
resembling those of an organ. .There 
ar two sets of threads, the visible one 
forming the back of the material, and 
the other the pile, each of these being 
delicately threaded through vertical 
threads known as the harness. The 
weaver passes the shuttle backward 
and forward, and each warp and weft 
is pressed home by a swinging wood- 
en frame.

HE cutlet as we know itis a very 
different” thing from what it 
meant to our grandmothers, 

In their day it was of veal, a 
cut from the loin or possibly from the 
rib, to be crumbed and fried and eaten 
with peas, or perhaps with tomato sauce, 
the slight acidity of the latter making it 
a suitable adjunct to the rather negative 
flavor of the meat. 

If grandmother were English in birth 
or breeding, she probably was familiar 
with mutton cutlets, cut from the neck 
or from the loin; while, if she were 
Scotch, she knew the cutlet’s first 
cousin, the. collop—a slice like a cutlet, 
but cut from the leg of veal or mutton. 

None of these, however, as I have 
said, bear more than a distant resem- 
blance to the cutlet as we have it today. 
Not only have we devised novel methods 
of cooking it that were never dreamed 
ef by a former generation, but we have 
evolved an. entirely new school of cut- 
lets, made of chicken and game, of fish 
and of lobster. For my own part, I am 
quite prepared to have clam cutlets 
offered me as a culinary novelty, and I 
really see no reason why they would not 
be quite as reasonable as cutlets of 
lobster! 

Though we may smile at the innova- 
tion, we may yet own that the results 
of the inventions are extremely good 
and that they furnish that longed-for 
boon to the housekeeper—something 
different for the table from the hack- 
neyed round of roast, broiled, boiled and 
fried, of which we tire, vary ft as we 
may by fresh combinations and un- 
familiar sauces. : 

The cutlet as it is best known, even 
now, is of veal, and is usually served 
fried with bacon, either plain or breaded. 
My own favorite method .of preparing 
it is to have the cutlet trimmed into 
pieces not much larger than a silver 
dollar, to have these pounded with the 
head of a hammer or a_ hatchet, 
sprinkled with a few drops of lemon 
juice, then rolle im cracker crumbs, 
dipped into beate#l egg, rolled in cracker 
crumbs again and fried to a good brown 


in deep hot fat. Tomato sauce m 
eerved” with “% Sy a wy He 


cooked in this” y they a@re a quite 
different thing from the veal cutlet as 
most of us know it. The treatment with 
the hammer breaks up the rather tough 
fibers and the meat is more easily mas- 
ticated. And veal requires thorough 
mastication to make it anything but a 
menace to the ordinary digestion. 

This récipe may be varied a little by 
omitting the lemon juice,. peppering 
and salting the cutlets slightly, dip- 
ping them in beaten egg and then in 
grated parmesan cheese before rolling 
in breadcrumbs and frying them. 
This is an Italian touch and seldom 
fails to please any one who tries it. 

The cutlet may also be broiled sat- 
isfactorily, but for this very tender 
veal should be chosen, and this, too, 
should be hammered a little after it 
is divided into pieces of the right 
size. To make them still more tender, 
lay them in a little salad oil to which 
you have added pepper and salt at dis- 
cretion and leave them in this for fif- 
teen minutes before cooking, turning 
them several times in the oil bath, 
Broil them for eight or ten minutes. 
They are especially good if served 
with fried or baked tomatoes. 

All these are the cutlet in what we 
might cajl its natura] state. The veal 
cutlet, made of plain and unminced 
meat, is a very simple affair. When 
we begin using other’ meats fer the 
cutlet, they must be chopped first. 

There is the chicken cutlet, for in- 
stance. What is it,*after all, but a 
modified croquette? The chicken is 
chopped, a sauce is made by cooking 
together a tablespoonful of flour and 
one of butter, pouring upon them 
when they bubble a half pint of 
chicken stock, stirring until this 
thickens, adding a beaten egg, putting 
in the minced chicken, seasoning to 
taste and setting the mixture aside 
to become cool. At the stage when it 
is stiff enough to handle it should be 
ehaped into cutlets, and these may be 
rolled in egg and cracker crumbs, then 
dropped into boiling fat and cooked 
to a good brown, 

But chicken cutlets may be made in 
a fashion which renders them quite @* 
different thing from croquettes mas- 
querading. under another name. For 
this dish uncooked chicken is needed 
—two cups of either the white or the 
dark meat, or.both, minced fine and 
qualified by the addition of a table- 
spoonful of boiled ham, also minced 
fine; a teaspoonful of onion juice, a 
couple of tablespoonfuls each of 
cream and melted butter and the 
beaten yolk of an egg. After these 
are all mixed there may be added to 
them a cupful of fresh breadcrumbs 
soaked until soft in a half cupful of 
hot milk, and the mixture, when cool 
and stiff, may be made inte cutlet 
oneee with the hands and fried as be- 

ore. 

This dish ig rather more trouble to 
Prepare than the one made from the 
cooked meat, but it has an entirely 
different flavor from the ordinary 
chicken cutlet or croquette. 

,Cullets Of veal oF lam, Or any king 


of poultry may be prepared by 
either of the recipes given above, and 
may be served in any one of several 
different ways. They are attractive 
arranged around a mound of mashed 
potatoes or of potato balls cut a la 
Parisienne, or about green peas or 
string beans thus mounded, or they 
may be served in the middle of the 
dish with a border of French fried 
potatoes or fried tomatoes or of 
boiled rice. A sauce may be poured 
over them, or they may be served plain. 

I have already spoken of the to- 
mato sauce, but for cutlets of chicken 
a cream sauce is better, or a 
bechamel or a mushroom sauce, The 
first is nothing more nor less than 
the ordinary white sauce, made with, 
a tablespoormful each of butter and 
flour and a half pint of cream, the 
first two ingredients cooking to- 
gether until they are blended and 
bubbling, and then thinned by the 
addition of the hot milk stirred into 
them until the sauce is the thickness 
of double cream. Salt and white pep- 
per to taste are then added and the 
sauce is ready.
